Fall From Bridge Proves 
Fatal far D. Martin 


Word was received by Mra. D. Lb. 
Breerton on Sunday,June 23rd,that 
ber father, Mr Daniel Martin, had 
been killed that day near Eosebud 
Creek, and she started for there in 
ap auto, but turned back as she was 
told heavy rains had mule the roads 
impassable, It is only now we get 
particulars of the accident. 

Mr. Martin, who was in his eighty’ 
second year, lived with 
John Martin, a farmer, at Rosebud, 
and was in the habit of walking 
from Rosebud station to Redlands 
to visit his Mrs. Ben 
Wishart. On Sunday morning be- 
fore the rest of the family were out 
of bed, the old 
leaving the house, started to walk 
to Redlange About midway be- 
tween the two stations, when cross- 
ing one of the bridges over the 
stream, Mr. Martin saw a freignt 
train from Calgary approaching, 
and, being seized with panic, jump- 
ed from the bridge to the ground, a 
distance of nearly twenty feet, re- 
oviving severe injuries about the 
head in doing sv. He was picked 
up by the train crew and brought to 
Rosebud station in time to be put 
on board the passenger train for 
Calgary. He was 
when carried on board the train, 
but died about half an hour before 
the city was reached, 

Mr. Martin is survived by six 
ehildren—Daniel John, both 
farmers in the Rosebnd district; 
Mrs. David Brereton, of Gleichen; 
Mrs. Frank Hall, of Carbon; Mrs. 
Ben Wishart, of Redland; and Mrs, 
J.J. Hamilton, of Carbon. Mrs, 
Martin has been dead some years. 

Mr. Martin, who was born in 
Belfast, lreland, on August 2,1838, 
had already served 12 years with 
the artillerf?n the British army 
when he came to Canada in 1861. 
He lived for some years at St, 
Thomas, Qnt., going from there to 
Grand Forks, North Dako'ta, from 
which place he came to Gleichen in 
1884, finally settling on Rosebud 
Creek on the farm now ‘occupied by 
his eldest son, Dan.

Some time later 
Clements and five other young Brit- 
ish sailors were captured on a raft 
by a Teuton U-boat and were taken 
to Zeebrugge, where they were con- 
demned to be shot. Clements, with 
two of his comrades, effected a sen- 
sational escape at night, made his 
way to Dunkirk and succeeded in re- 
turning to England. After seven 
days’ leave he returned to duty and 
Galintecred for special service, It 
was while so engaged that he met 
death by drowning, being reported as 
missing till his Body was washed 
ashore-on the northern coast of 
Scotland, Clements took an_ active 
part in the naval battle of Jutland, 
and a reward of $2,500 was placed on 
his head by the German government. 

In spirit and the service of this 
brave British boy—shared. by _his 
sailor comrades—is found the glory 
and the grandeur of Britannia’s 
claim to rule the waves, The scions 
of Drake and Nelson are worthy of 
the great traditions bequeathed 
them.

Canada’s Water Power {Canadians Dashed At Them! 


International Development of St. 


Lawrence Powers Advocated 
by Commission 

“Within a very few years there will 
be a demand for every horsepower 
that can be developed on the St. 
Lawrence river to which Canada is 
entitled for use upon the Canadian 
side,” states Sir Clifford Sifton in 
the ninth annual report of the com- 
mission of conservation which has 
just been issued. “The situation with 
regard to Niagara will undoubted] 
be duplicated,” declares Sir Clifford, 
“and if we are foolish enough to al- 
low vested interests to be created on 
the other side of the line, we shall 
inevitably find ourselves handicapped 
and embarrassed as we now are with 
respect to Niagara power.” He con- 
tends that a thorough study of the 
Situation reveals that there is only. 
one sound method of developing 
these powers, viz.: under “an inter- 
national commission under which the 
best use of the powers will be made, 
the most economical development 
affected and a just and equitable divi- 
sion of the power will take place for 
the benefit of the people who are di- 
rectly concerned in its use.” 

Special prominence is laid in the 
report on power and fuel problems. 
Following a comprehensive review of 
the progress of conservation in 1917 
by Sir Clifford Sifton, are addresses 
on “Peat as a Source of Fucl,” by 
Dr, Eugene Haanel, “The Fuel Sit- 
uation in Canada,” by Fuel Controller 
C. A. Magrath, “Power Possibilities 
on the St. Lawrence,” by P 
White, “The Niagara Power Situa- 
tion,” by the same author and a 
compreliensive treatment of the sub- 
ject of railway electrification by 5. 
T. Dodd of the General Electric

May Force Labor to Work 


U. S. Is Formulating Plans to Scotch 
the Idlers 


The United States employment 
service of the department of labor is 
giving serious consideration to re- 
ports of a labor shortage for farm 
work, The government experts be- 
lieve that the draft law is not the 
real cause of this shortage. Statis- 
tics, now being prepared, will enable 
the government to determine what 
percentage of loss is cccasioned by 
unskilled laborers who work only 
half a week and “lay off’ on the 
other days. It is quits possible that 
the government will arrange an un- 
derstanding between all employers in 
the United States to utilize only the 
services of workmen who agree to 
work six days a week and who live 


up to their agreement. Such action 
would automatically rclease several 
hundred thousand men for farm 


work, A companion measure would 
be national enforcement of the vag- 
rancy laws adopted by several states 
and which compel men to earn a 
living. It is believed there is more 
than sufficient labor for the farms

Charted Greenland Firths 


Explorer Rasmussen Obtains 
portant Scientific Results 
From Trip 


Enud Rasmussen, the Danish ex- 
plorer, according to an Exchange 
Telegraph despatch from Copenhag- 
en, has reached Long's Firth with 
his Arctic expedition and has char- 
tered all the firths of northern 
Greenland. Important scientific re- 
sults, the explorer says, have been at- 
tained. Rasmussen and his second 
Thule expedition left Denmark in 
April, 1916, 

Reuter's Copenhagen correspond- 
ent transmits a telegram from Ras- 
mussen, reporting on the’ results of 
his expedition, in which the explorer 
says his advance was attended with 
the greatest difficulties, and that two 
members of the party, Hendrik Ol- 
sen and Dr, Wulff, perished.

Why shouldn’t we line up, too, 
whether we live in city or in the 
country? It is our plain duty. 

The best workman must have good 
tools if he is going to make a suc- 
cess of things. ‘The spade, hoe, gar- 
den rake, trowel and digging fork 
are best for small gardens. Have a 
place to keep your tools and when 
you are through with them see that 
you put them away in the proper 
place. Provide a box of soft grease 
like axle grease for rubbing over the 
blades of the spade and the hoe, and 
the working parts of the tools  fre- 
quently used, Rust wears out more 
tools than use and makes work more 
laborsome. 

One of the first considerations of 
the gardener is fertilizer, The com- 
mon mistake of the amateur garden- 
er is to place his sole«faith in the 
commercial commodity. Wherever 
possible he should procure farmyard 
manure. ‘This is used at the Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, with the best 
results. 

In planning the 1918 garden the 
first thing to take into consideration 
is the fact that it is a war-time gar- 
den and that the vegetables which 


must receive primary attention are 


those which are going to be genuine 
substitutes f r Wheat, The logical 
substitute is the potato. Therefore, 
everyone should grow potatoes this 
year, ‘They repay themselves over 
and over again. Count on giving 
them the major part of the garden. 

Every seed should be made to 
count this year because seed is 
scarce, Every plant in its place is as 
gold—but every surplus plant is 2 
weed, The amateur gardener has a 
weakness for using more seed than is 
absolutely necessary.

Human Life Appraised in Terms of 
Economic or Military Value 


The one physician and surgeon left 

in a German city of 17,000 popula- 
tion (the others having been drawn 
into the army) said he simplified his 
care for the ill by paying no atten- 
tion whatever to men and women 
over 55 years old. Men of that age 
were regard@d as of little economic 
value, as poor cogs in a Germany 
mobilized as a_ fighting machine, 
hence they could wage their battles 
with diseases and death in their own 
way and with their own resources. 
Women of 55 likewise were held 
cheaply as economic factors and 
probably considered worthy of no 
great concern because they would be 
of small service in helping make up 
for the human waste of war. 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
was quoted the other day as saying 
to some of his German compatriots 
that his armies would drive their way 
to a victorious peace before August 
1, but that it would require the sac- 
rifice of 400,000 soldiers’ lives to 
turn the trick, Hindenburg was 
morally certain that his would not be 
one of the lives given. Other men 
would pay the price, but what the 
odds if there resulted a German 
peace, which would insure to the 
kaiser and the other war lords ten- 
ure of power and insolence.

England is Starving

Statement Which Is Designed 
Make German Mouths Water 


Any news’ about food is good news 
in Germany these days, so the Berlin 
general stuff press bureau has in- 
tréduced a food note into its com- 
muniques on the great battle, It 
solemnly informs the German public 
that, according to English prisoners, 
England is starving! This state- 
ment occurs in the course of a nar- 
rative, which is designed to make 
German mouths water, of the food 
booty taken by the Germans in their 
advatice, “Everywhere we have cap- 
tured considerable quantities of tin- 
ned food, white bread, marmalade, 
wine, and tobacco, While people at 
home are starving, prisoners unani- 
mously tell us, they themselves are 
well supplied with eatables of all 
kinds, which German soldiers are 
now devouring with the utmost rel- 
ish as reward for their exertions. 
We have also taken large amounts of 
uniforms, linen, and boots, as well 
as leather goods, utensils of all sorts, 
very many rubber boots, blankets, 
and tent materials. Of special im- 
portance, above all for our pursuit 
of the enemy, is the good network of 
light railways which the English had 
laid down .,.. The net result of 
the first three days of the battle is 
that the English have already lost a 
mass of war material which even 
American relief will not so casily be 
able to make up.”

Is Going Over at 48 Years 


Former Indian Soldier, Living in 
Philadelphia, Signs Up for 


Active Service 


John Hancox, late of the Third 
Battalion Rifle Brigade of _ the 
Prince Consort's Own, and __forty- 


cight years of age, is “going over.” { 
He has enlisted at the British re- 


cruiting station at Philadelphia, and 


after fourteen years of a miore or 
less peaceful existence in America 
will feel his sovereign’s uniform on 
his back again. 

Hancox is jubilant. His personal 
belief is that he has a large meas- 
ure of fight in him still thar might 
be used to the adyantage of his 
country and to his own satisfaction 
in eliminating several Boclies, and 
so he has signed up with the Cana- 
dian forces. 

Hancox is used to the smell of 
gunpowder; a round silver medal, 
about the size of half a dollar and 
bearing the impress of the head of 
Queen Victoria, bears witness to this

do the most good when he gets 
within reach of the Germans, 

He is a small man, with a droop- 
ing, sandy moustache and snapping 
blue eyes. He was born in India, 
when his father, a soldier, too, was 
serving in the army. Hancox was 
twenty-eight years old when he was 
fighting on the peaks of the Hima- 
layas. His regiment was sent to 
follow up one that had been hacked 
to pieces by the Afghans. 

“ld think that if an old fellow 
like me wants to go back, and T know 
I ought to go back and all that, I'd 
think there's a lot of the English- 
men here now—good, young, sound 
ones who'd feel that way, too. i 
can’t understand ’em, I—I think 
they're rotters, I do.”

Dean Klinck, of the University of| 
British Columbia, recently gave an 
address before the Victoria and Dis- 
trict Tcachers’ Association, on “The 
New Agrarian Situation.” In the 
first place he expressed the opinion 
that the difficulties which confronted 
farming as a result of war conditions | 
would have the effect of stimulating 
the industry in ways that, after all, 
might be permanently beneficial, 

The advantages of machinery over 
manual unskilled and inexperienced 
labor on the farm were referred to, 
the professor pointing out that dur- 
ing recent years it had come to be 
generally recognized that modern 
industrial methods must be applied 
to farming, if the cityward movye- 
ment of the country people was to 
be stemmed. Industrialized agricul- 
ture called for better organization in 
management, The cost of produc- 
tion must be reduced to the minimum 
through the intreauction of machin- 


ery. 

The theory which advocated in- 
numerable small holders of land was 
less ideal than a co-operative sys- 
tem, Dean Klinck seemed to think. 
Farming, he maintained, was a mode; 
of life as well as a business, and the 
improvement of country life might 
seek as its foundation better eco- 
nomic and social conditions. 

Tillers of the soil today were dis-j; 
satisfied not only with their econo- 
mic returns, but also with their so- 
cial environment. This was a healthy 
and legitimate dissatisfaction whicli| 
augured well for the improvement of 
the conditions. The telephone and} 
the automobile, primarily introduced} 
as business necessaries in connection 
with the farm, were playing a double | 
service in meeting the social necds of 
the rural communities in great mea- 
sure, 

“Country people will no longer re- 
spond to untrained leaders,” declar- 
ed Dean Klinck.

People who have been brought up 
to make organized evil in every form 
their supreme good because they be- 
lieye that evil will pay them are not 
going to change their belicf till it is 
proved that evil does not pay. So 
far, the Hun believes that evil has 
paid him in the past and will pay 
him better in the future, He has had 
a good start. Like the Thug, the 
Hun knew exactly what he meant to 
do before he opened his campaign 
against mankind. As we have proof 
now, his poisoned swectmeats and 
knotted towels were prepared years 
beforehand, and his spies had given 
him the fullest information about all 
the people he intended to attack, So 
he is doing what is right in his own 
eyes. He thought out the hell he 
Wished to create; he built it up seri- 
ously and scientifically with his best 
hands and brains; he breathed into 
it his own spirit, that it might grow 
with his needs; and at the hour that 
he judged best he let it loose on a 
world that till then had believed 
there were limits beyond which men 
dared not sin, 

Nine-tenths of the atrocities Ger- 
many has committed have not been 
made public. I think this a mistake. 
But one gets hint of them here and 
there—Folkestone has had more than 
a hint, For instance, we were told 
the other day that more than 14,000 
English non-combatants, men, wo- 
men and children, had been drowh- 
ed, burned, or blown to pieces since 
the war began. But we have no con- 
ception—and till the veil is lifted aft- 
er the war we shall have no concep- 
tion—of the range and system of 
these atrocities, Least of all shall 
we realize, as

ies which Germany has laid upon 
the populations that have fallen into 
her hands, that she might break their 
bodies and defile their souls. That is 
part of the German creed. What un- 
derstanding is possible with a breed 
that have worked for and brought 
about these things? And so long as 
the Germans are left with any excuse 
for thinking that such things pay, 
can any peace be made with them in 
which men can trust? None, For it 
is the peculiar essence of German 
kultur, which is the German religion, 
that it is Germany's moral duty to 
break every tie, every restriction, 
that binds man to fellow-man if she 
thinks it will pay. Therefore, all 
mankind must be against her till she 
learns that no race can break its 
way outside the borders of humanity.

drives them and so thelr teeth decay 
and although moat people don’t realize 
this their general health is seriously 
iinpaired. 

The most serious result of neglect 
of one’s teeth is a disease called 
pyorrh@a—which causes the-teeth to 
become loosened from the gums which 
are inflamed and sore. Unless treated 
in time people suffering from this 
disease will Jose their teeth entirely, 

People afflicted with this disease 
@iso suffer from stomach trouble for 
their gums and teeth are so sore that 
to chew the food well is practically 
impossible. Added to this the system 
is apt to be more or less poisoned by 
the discharges from the inflamed 
gums, 

By having the teeth examined fre- 
quently the dentist can detect signs 
of pyorrima in time to treat the 
teeth and gums and to check the dis- 
ease, but where pyorrh@a is allowed 
to go neglected until it has reached an 
advanced stuge then it is curable only 
by the exercise of much fortitude and 
patience.

‘The cheapest and best ration for 
live stock must contain a reasonable 
amount of succulent feed. An abun- 
dance of suitable pasture is unexcel- 
led, and a substitute for this feed in|} 
winter or during a drought in sum- 
mer is essential for greatest produc- 
tion and profits. 

In view of the searcity and high 
prices of grain and meals, the silo | 
takes on an increasetl value. For ex-| 
ample: 100 pounds total digestible 
corn silage has a net) 
cost of 54 cents, in bran $2.31, corn 
$4.03, oats $4.29, ete, when © silage} 
costs 3 cents per ton to raise and 
store and other feeds ate valued at 
present wholesale market — prices. 
Even in these Umes of expensive la-| 
bor, seed, horse labor and machinery, 
corn may be placed in the silo at the 
above Cost. Surely this is sufficient 
reason why every live stock farmer 


should consider the increase in silage 
production, 

The adaptability of the silo to var- 
ious parts of Canada depends on the 
location, varieties of crops which may 
be grown, and, to a lesser extent, on 
the class of live stock maintained, No 
farmer with two or three 
should think of building a silo, but 
for a herd containing ten cows or 
more, or the equivalent, a silo may 
advantagedusly be erected. ilage is 
feed pre-cminently suited to the feed- 
ing of dairy cattle. It, however, is 
very excellent and cheap feed for 
beef cattle, sheep and horses. If any 
particular district is not suited to 
corn growing, peas and oats, peas, 
oats and vetches, clover, alfalfa, e 
may be substituted for that crop. 

Silos for Winter Use.—Silage at 
$3.50 per ton is cheaper cattle feed 
than mixed hay at $12 per ton. Corn} 
silage is 30 per cent.~ better than 
shocked corn from ficld. The same 
holds equally true of unthreashed 
oats or oats and peas saved for win- 
ter feed. Silage from peas and oats 
produced milk 20 per cent. cheaper 
than oat sheaves, 30 per cent. cheap- 
er than straw and turnips and 40 
per cent. cheaper than hay. At the 
same cost per ton, silage is better 
feed than roots for beef or dairy ecat- 
tle. Morcover, considering present 
labor conditions as well as cost of 
harvesting, keeping qualities and 
cost of storage, silage, where grown 
successfully, is more cconomical than 
roots, Silage needs no pulping or 
other preparation for feeding,  Sil- 
age for winter use is in itself the 
cheapest feed, and it also makes all 
other roughages and grains more 
palatable, wholesome and profitable. 

Silos for Summer Use.—Good pas- 
ture, if available, is the cheapest 
summer feed. Where permanent 
pastures fail, an annually sown pas- 
ture of rye or oats and barley may, 
under present labor conditions, be 
the cheapest substitute. However, 
the use of soiling crops or summer 
silage may be the only available

means of providing succulents, As 
a rule, silage is more profitable and 
more cheaply grown than ¢ soiling 


crops and is more cheaply harvested 
and fed during the busy season, Milk 


produced on corn silage and green 
cut alfalfa cost in feed 66c per ewt; 
produced on corn silage and mixed 


{hay may cost 70c per ewt.; produced 


on soiling crop (peas and oats) costs 
$1.04 per ewt. With all lots, — the 
heavy milkers received some yrain.

The Russian gov 
ernment, which yielded to German 
demand, and the Armenian national 
council are now protesting against 
the wholesale slaughter of Armen- 
jans in the Caucasus by Turkish 
troops. 

Armenia furnished 160,000 soldiers 
to Russia in this war, and is © still 
ready to offer an army of 150,000 to 
fight the Turks. We agree with Rep 
resentative Little of Kansas that the 
United States could not spend $10,- 
000,000 more wisely than in helping 
Armenia to get back into the war.

Germany's persistent violation of 
the provisions of the Brest-Litoysk 
treaty in the Ukraine, Finland, Viyo- 
nia, the Black Sea, the Baltic Sea, 
and other occupied territory, has 
aroused Russian hatred against the 
Teutonic empire, and is calling forth 

many official protests every day. 

The Russian commercial fleet, and 
even a hospital ship in the Black 
Sea, have been attacked by the Ger- 
mans, while Russian sailing ships in 
the Baltic and Arctic have been un- 
able to leave their ports because of 
the same mienace, according to a 
statement sent by Foreign Minister 
Tehitcherin to Ambassador Joffe in 
Berlin. In Livonia, M. Tehitcherin 
said, “the Germans have established 
a reign of terror, assisting ‘Teuton 
barons in the wholesale arrest of 
political enemies, and there have 
been many executions daily. The is- 
suance of political leaflets has been 
made punishable by death. Labor 
leaders have been the greatest suf 
ferers at the hands of the Germans,” 

In Finland, Mr. Tehitcherin charg- 
ed, the Germans are supporting the 
White Guards in the persistent per- 
secution of Russians, who are denied 
food and subjected to violence. 

The foreign minister declared Rus 
sian property in Finland is unpro- 
tected, and demanded that the 
man government appoint commis- 
sion to join with the Russians in in- 
vestigating indignities Russians are 
suffering under an order fro their de 
portation from Finland,
